EPA} and the State Water Resources Control Board (State Board) prescribe regulations that limit the
amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The U.S. Food and Drug
Administration regulations and California law also establish limits for contaminants in bottled water
that provide the same protection for public health.

Where does our water in Discovery Bay come from?

The Town of Discovery Bay CSD obtains its water from six (6) groundwater wells underlying the
community, which then flows through two (2) water treatment facilities that remove Iron and
Manganese from our groundwater sources. The average depth of our wells are approximately 400

feet.

Vulnerability assessments are required for all new sources under the CA Waterworks Standards
{Chapter 16 of Title 22, CA Code of Requlations), which became effective March 9, 2008, Because
Wells 1, 2, 4A, and 5A were all constructed and permitted prior to this date, they are exempt. A
source water assessment was conducted for the Well 6 of the Town of Discovery Bay water system in
May 2009 and for Well 7 in August 2015.

Discussion of Vulnerability

A known contaminant plume of MTBE exists beneath a site on the corner of Discovery Bay Boulevard
and Willow Lake Road, which used to be a gas station (located southwest of the Well No. 6). Since the
removatl of three former underground storage tanks, piping and dispenser islands in 1998,
remediation efforts have been underway for the removal of MTBE in the shallow aquifer. The plume
occurs in the shallow aquifer extending to 25.5 feet below ground surface, at which a low
permeability layer 13 feet thick prevents further vertical migration. The Central Valley Regional Water
Quality Control Board approved monitored natural attenuation as a corrective action method in
February 2008, in pait because of naturally decreasing concentration trends.

Although there is not a reported groundwater contamination associated with an identified dry cleaning
business, it is considered a possible contaminating activity (PCA) due to proximity.

The PCA concerned with unauthorized dumping is associated with boats that have sunk and accidental

spills of fuel product into the waterways that are part of Discovery Bay. From 1991 to present there
have been more than 20 reports of sunken vessels and product sheens observed in the waterways.

Water Conservation. It's For Life.

The potential for wide swings in precipitation from one year to the next shows why we must be
prepared for either flood or drought in any year. Although this year may be wet, dry conditions could
return again next year. 2017 may be only a wet outlier in an otherwise dry extended period.
Unfortunately, the scientific ability to determine if next year will be wet or dry (known as sub-
seasonal to seasonal forecasting, or long-range weather forecasting) isn’t yet capable of delivering
reliable predictions.

Within Discovery Bay, many previously unmetered homes will have their new meter installed and
residents will be able to monitor their water usage with the Water Utility Customer Portal which will
ultimately result in saving water and money.

Aithough the drought feeis like it's over, there are still government restrictions in place to use water
wisely,

1. Continue to prevent wasteful practices such as watering lawns within 48 hours of a rainstorm,
2. Hosing down sidewalks and driveways is prohibited.

3. Overwatering landscaping to the point where water runs into the streets is prohibited.

A RESOLUTION OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS
OF THE TOWN OF DISCOVERY BAY,
A CALIFORNIA COMMUNITY SERVICES DISTRICT,

WHEREAS, the voters of the State of California adopted Proposition 13 in 1978, amending the
State Constitution, including by capping ad valorem tax on real property at 1% of the value of each parcel
and restricting growth of ad valorem property taxes to 2% per year for each parcel, absent a change in
ownership; and

WHEREAS, the State legislature responded by adopting Senate Bill 154 and, a year later,
Assembly Bill (A.B.) 8 to allocate ad valorem property tax revenues to cities, counties, school districts and
special districts, primarily based on county-wide proportions of property taxes allocated by each county
before Proposition 13; and

WHEREAS, A.B. 8 also established a method for each county to distribute future revenues
attributable to ad valorem tax growth; and

WHEREAS, these allocations varied by category, such that urban, suburban and rural fire districts
received different proportional levels of the ad valorem tax allocations available within their jurisdictions; and

WHEREAS, at the time allocations were established under A.B. 8, the communities now served by
East Contra Costa Fire Protection District (ECCFPD) received fire and emergency response and fire
prevention services from the Bethel Island Fire District, the Oakley Fire District, and the East Diablo Fire
District, the last of which previously had been formed by the merger of the Eastern Fire Protection District,
the Brentwood Fire Protection District, and the Byron Fire Protection District; and

WHEREAS, when these small special districts were combined to form ECCFPD, their Allocations
were combined, creating a tax allocation of 7.5 percent of every property tax dollar collected within the new
bigger district; and

WHEREAS, since 1978, the population of the 249-square mile ECCFPD has grown by .more than
1,000%, from approximately 10,000 to 110,000; and

WHEREAS, this growth and extensive development in the region has changed the character of the
area significantly such that a previously rural area, with an extensive volunteer firefighter network, is now a
combination of rural, exurban, suburban and urban areas without any volunteer fire fighter services; and

WHEREAS, in Fiscal Year 2015-2016, the 7.5 cents of each dollar collected by ECCFPD in ad
valorem property taxes equated to a total of $11.6 million, which is 4.6 cents per dollar less, and

approximately $7 million less, than the average for all the district in Contra Costa County; and

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WHEREAS, ECCFPD residents lack a local forum or mechanism for re-allocation of property tax
revenues to finance necessary improvements in the District's ability to provide fire and medical emergency

protection and response services; and

WHEREAS, only the State legislature and Governor can alter the formula that distributes ad valorem
property taxes.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Directors of the Town of Discovery Bay,
that the Board calls upon and encourages the State Legislature and Governor to re-allocate ad valorem
property taxes, or to alter the requirements for facilitating re-allocation of ad valorem property taxes, to
recognize the past four decades of development, change and growth of communities such as eastern
Contra Costa County, and to address the resulting inequities and underfunding of essential public safety

services in these communities.

Agenda Title

Public Hearing and Possible Action on Resolution to form a Groundwater Sustainability Agency (“GSA”) and possible
action regarding a Memorandum of Understanding with other East Contra Costa County Water Agencies.

Recommended Action

Conduct a public hearing regarding the Discovery Bay’s intent to form a Groundwater Sustainability Agency (“GSA”) and
adopt a Resolution approving the formation of a GSA and authorizing the General Manager to execute a Memorandum of
Understanding (MOU) with the City of Antioch, Byron-Bethany Irrigation District, Contra Costa Water District, Contra
Costa County, Diablo Water District, East Contra Costa Irrigation District, and City of Brentwood that will facilitate the
creation of the local GSAs and would adopt and implement a Groundwater Sustainability Plan (“GSP”).

Executive Summary

The Sustainable Groundwater Management Act (“SGMA”), effective January 1, 2015, established a framework of
priorities and requirements to facilitate sustainable groundwater management throughout the State of California. The
legislative intent of the SGMA is for groundwater to be managed in California's groundwater basins by local public
agencies and newly-formed GSAs.

Discovery Bay's service area overlays a portion of the Tracy Subbasin in East Contra Costa County, which has been
identified by the State as Basin 5-22.15 San Joaquin Valley. The Tracy Subbasin has been designated a medium priority
basin by the DWR and must form a GSA.

Local agencies participating in the formation of GSAs include the City of Antioch, City of Brentwood, Byron-Bethany
Irrigation District, Contra Costa Water District, Contra Costa County, Diablo Water District, East Contra Costa Irrigation
District, and Town of Discovery Bay.

If Discovery Bay does not form a GSA on its own or in combination with the other area agencies, the State will step in
and manage the groundwater in the area. Local public agencies intending to form a GSA for all or a portion of the basin,
must notify DWR by June 30, 2017. If a GSA is not formed by local agencies, the State will develop and administer a
GSA at the expense of the local agencies.

Water Code Section §10723 requires that public agencies seeking to participate in a GSA conduct a public hearing to
solicit public comments. Pursuant to Section 86066 of the Government Code, notice for the public hearing indicating the
Discovery Bay’s intent to participate in the formation of a GSA was published in the East County times on March 22,
2017, and March 29, 2017.

Discovery Bay and the other East Contra Costa County member agencies identified in the MOU desire to enter into an

agreement that will facilitate coordinated development and implementation of a single Groundwater Sustainability Plan for
the portion of the Tracy Subbasin, Basin 5-22 in Contra Costa County.

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The primary purposes of an MOU is to establish separate GSAs for each of the East Contra Costa County member
agencies and facilitate a cooperative and ongoing working relationship among the parties and to develop and implement
mutually beneficial approaches and strategies for implementing the SGMA in the Tracy Subbasin. This will facilitate
contacts with other agencies, both current and prospective, overlying the Basin so that they can coordinate to implement
the GSP and to satisfy the requirements of the SGMA. The proposed MOU is intended to be the next step toward
formalizing the City’s participation in this effort.

The East Contra Costa County member agencies intend to ultimately execute an agreement with groundwater
sustainability agencies located in the Tracy Sub-basin, Basin 5-22 outside of Contra Costa County to coordinate the
development and implementation of multiple groundwater sustainability plans throughout the entire Tracy Subbasin,
Basin 5-22.

Water Code section 10727(b)(2) provides that multiple groundwater sustainability agencies may develop and implement
multiple groundwater sustainability plans coordinated pursuant to a single coordination agreement that covers the entire
basin.

Fiscal Impact:

The Parties to the MOU will split all costs in the development of the GSP. Through June 30, 2016, $23,110 has been
expended with Ludorff & Scalmanini, Inc. for technical assistance for the planning and compliance with the 2014 SGMA.
Discovery Bay already paid its share of the initial contract amount. An agreement amendment is in process and
estimated to bring the total not to exceed agreement amount to $48,660 with $25,550 available for fiscal year 2016/17.

Background

WHEREAS, the Sustainable Groundwater Management Act (“Act”) authorizes local agencies to manage
groundwater in a sustainable fashion;

WHEREAS, the Act requires all high- and medium-priority groundwater basins, as designated by the California
Department of Water Resources (“DWR”), to be managed by a Groundwater Sustainability Agency (“GSA”);

WHEREAS, the Tracy Subbasin (“Subbasin), identified by DWR as Subbasin ID No. 5-22.15, of the San Joaquin
Valley Groundwater Basin has been designated by DWR as a medium-priority basin;

WHEREAS, the Subbasin underlies portions of Contra Costa, San Joaquin and Alameda Counties;
GSA Formation
WHEREAS, in order to exercise the authority granted in the Act, a local agency may decide to become a GSA;

WHEREAS, the Discovery Bay Community Services District (“Discovery Bay”) is a local agency as defined by the
Act, and it is appropriate for Discovery Bay to be a GSA for a portion of the Subbasin;

WHEREAS, Water Code section 10723.8(b) provides that 90 days following DWR’s posting of any GSA decision
notice, the GSA shall be presumed to be the exclusive GSA within the area of the basin or subbasin described in the
notice, provided no other notice has been submitted for the same area;

WHEREAS, Discovery Bay intends to act as a GSA to manage the portions of the Subbasin located within its
boundaries;

WHEREAS, Discovery Bay Board of Directors has been presented with a map of the portion(s) of the Subbasin
that it intends to manage, a copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit A;

WHEREAS, Discovery Bay published notice of its decision to become a GSA for the Subbasin in the East
County Times, a copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit B;

WHEREAS, on April 5, 2017, the Discovery Bay held a public hearing to consider whether it should decide to
become and act as a GSA for the Subbasin;

Coordination with Local Agencies

WHEREAS, Water Code section 10727(b)(2) provides that multiple groundwater sustainability agencies may
develop and implement multiple groundwater sustainability plans coordinated pursuant to a single coordination
agreement that covers the entire basin;

WHEREAS, Discovery Bay intends to work cooperatively with the other local agencies that have decided to be
GSAs in the portion of the Subbasin, as shown in the map attached hereto as Exhibit C;

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WHEREAS, Discovery Bay and the other local agencies that have decided to be GSAs effective April 20, 2017,
in the portion of the Tracy Subbasin within Contra Costa County have prepared the Memorandum of Understanding
(MOU), attached hereto as Exhibit D, to coordinate development and implementation of a single Groundwater
Sustainability Plan for the portion of the Tracy Subbasin in Contra Costa County;

WHEREAS, these local agencies intend to ultimately execute an agreement with groundwater sustainability
agencies located in the Subbasin outside of Contra Costa County to coordinate the development and implementation of
multiple groundwater sustainability plans throughout the entire Subbasin; and

WHEREAS, adoption of this Resolution does not constitute a Project under Section 15378 of Title 14 of the
California Code of Regulations because this Resolution does not result in direct or indirect physical changes in the
environment.

NOW, THEREFORE, be it RESOLVED, by the Discovery Bay Community Services District Board of Directors as follows:

1. The Discovery Bay Community Services District hereby authorizes General Manager Michael R. Davies
to execute the MOU on behalf of Discovery Bay Community Services District.

Tracy Subbasin, (DWR Basin 5-22.15, San Joaquin Valley)

This Memorandum of Understanding for the Development of a Groundwater
Sustainability Plan for the East Contra Costa County portion of the Tracy Subbasin, (DWR Basin
5-22.15, San Joaquin Valley) (“MOU”) is entered into and effective this day of

, 2017 (“Effective Date”) by and among the City of Antioch (“Antioch”),

City of Brentwood (“Brentwood”), Byron-Bethany Irrigation District (“BBID”), Contra Costa
Water District (“CCWD”), Contra Costa County (“County”), Diablo Water District (“DWD”),
East Contra Costa Irrigation District (“ECCID”), and Discovery Bay Community Services
District (“Discovery Bay”). Each of the foregoing parties to this MOU is sometimes referred to

herein as a “Party” and are collectively sometimes referred to as the “Parties.”
Recitals

A. In September 2014, the California Legislature enacted the Sustainable Groundwater
Management Act of 2014 (“SGMA”), which established a statewide framework for the
sustainable management of groundwater resources. That framework focuses on granting new
authorities and responsibility to local agencies while holding those agencies accountable. The
framework also provides for state intervention where a local agency fails to develop a

groundwater sustainability plan in a timely manner.
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B. The Tracy Subbasin (“Basin”) is referred to as DWR Basin 5-22.15, San Joaquin Valley
and is shown on the map attached hereto as Exhibit A and incorporated herein by reference as if
set forth in full. The Tracy Subbasin is located in eastern Contra Costa County and in San
Joaquin County, and Alameda County. The portion of the Basin within Contra Costa County is
referred to herein as the “East CC Basin,” the portion of the Basin within San Joaquin County is
referred to herein as the “SJ Basin, and the portion of the Basin within Alameda County is
referred to herein as the “Alameda Basin.” The Parties collectively overlie all of the East CC

Basin.

C. Under SGMA, one or more local agencies may form a groundwater sustainability agency
(“GSA”), by memorandum of agreement, joint exercise of powers agreement, or other
agreement. (Wat. Code, 88 10723(a), 10723.6.) The Parties desire for each Party to be the GSA
within all or a portion of that Party’s boundary. The Parties further desire to develop a
governance structure for the East CC Basin to be considered during development of the
groundwater sustainability plan (a “GSP”) for the East CC Basin (the “East CC Basin GSP”).
The Parties further desire to resolve areas of jurisdictional overlap so that no two Parties serve as
GSAs over the same area. The purpose of this MOU is to coordinate the Parties’ activities
related to each Party becoming a GSA, development of the East CC Basin GSP, and each Party’s

future consideration of whether to adopt a GSP for the East CC Basin.

D. The Parties wish to collaborate in an effort to ensure sustainable groundwater
management for the East CC Basin, manage the groundwater basin as efficiently as practicable
balancing the financial resources of the agencies with the principles of effective and safe
groundwater management, while retaining groundwater management authority within their

respective jurisdictions. The Parties desire to share responsibility for East CC Basin
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management under SGMA. The Parties recognize that the key to success in this effort will be
the coordination of activities under SGMA, and the collaborative development of the East CC
Basin GSP, which each Party may consider adopting and implementing within its GSA
management area. The Parties also will need to confer with GSAs for the SJ Basin and Alameda
Basin regarding the terms of an agreement that coordinates the East CC Basin GSP with the

GSP(s) of the GSA(s) for the SJ Basin and the Alameda Basin.

E. The Basin has been designated by the California Department of Water Resources
(“DWR?) as a medium-priority groundwater basin, which, under the terms of SGMA, means that

the Parties must submit an East CC Basin GSP to DWR by January 31, 2022.
F. The Parties wish to memorialize their commitments by means of this MOU.

Understandings

1. Term. The term of this MOU begins on the Effective Date, which shall occur upon
execution of this MOU by all eight of the parties, and this MOU shall remain in full force
and effect until the earliest of the following events: (i) January 31, 2022, (ii) the date
upon which the Parties submit an East CC Basin GSP to DWR, or (iii) the date upon
which the Parties then party to the MOU execute a document jointly terminating the
provisions of this MOU. An individual Party’s obligations under this MOU terminate

when the Party withdraws from the MOU in accordance with Section 4.
2. Development of the GSP

a. Parties to Become GSAs. Each Party, except Contra Costa Water District, agrees
to take the necessary actions to become the GSA for all or a portion of that area of

the East CC Basin that it overlies, as shown on Exhibit B, attached hereto, no later
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than April 1, 2017, or shortly thereafter. The Parties shall jointly submit the
Parties’ individual elections to become GSAs and this MOU to DWR prior to
April 1, 2017, or shortly thereafter. The Parties further agree to develop a
governance structure for the East CC Basin to be considered during development

of the East CC Basin GSP

Single GSP. The Parties will collaborate to develop a single East CC Basin GSP
that, at a minimum, satisfies the GSP requirements in the SGMA and the
regulations promulgated under the SGMA. The East CC Basin GSP must include
an analysis of implementation costs and revenue sources, and must include an
analysis of governance structure options. The East CC Basin GSP shall be drafted
in a manner that preserves, and does not purport to supersede, the land use
authority of each city or county, or the statutory authority of each special district,
that is a party to this MOU. The East CC Basin GSP must include provisions for
consultation between a GSA and any public agency that the GSA overlaps before
the GSA takes any action that may relate to that public agency’s exercise of its
statutory authority. Unless the Parties later agree otherwise, it is intended that the
East CC Basin GSP will be implemented by each Party within its respective GSA
management area, and that the Parties will coordinate their implementation of the
East CC Basin GSP. The Parties will endeavor to negotiate terms of an
agreement with the GSA(s) for the SJ Basin and the Alameda Basin, to ensure
that the East CC Basin, SJ Basin, and Alameda Basin GSAs’ GSP(s) are
coordinated consistent with the SGMA. If the terms of that MOU are negotiated,

the Parties will ask their governing bodies to consider approving the MOU.
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Overlap Areas. Solely for the purpose of complying with the SGMA requirement
that GSA management areas not overlap, the Parties agree that there are no
overlapping GSA management areas, as shown on Exhibit B. This MOU does not
purport to limit any Party’s legal authority to utilize and deliver groundwater or
surface water throughout its jurisdictional boundary (as may be amended from
time-to-time), which may include area outside of a Party’s management area

shown on Exhibit B.

Cooperation of Efforts. The Parties will designate staff who will endeavor to
meet monthly or more frequently if necessary to develop the terms of the East CC

Basin GSP in an expeditious manner.
Financing .

(1) The outside technical/consultant costs associated with developing the East CC
Basin GSP (“GSP Costs”) will be shared equally among the Parties. However,
the County, at its sole discretion, may satisfy its share of GSP Costs by providing
in-kind services, which may include mapping, graphics, and database

management services.

(2) The $118,300 contract with Luhdorff and Scalmanini dated April 1, 2015, for
SGMA technical support has been paid one-fifth each by BBID, Brentwood,
DWD, ECCID and Discovery Bay. Antioch and CCWD agree that within 60 days
of the effective date of this MOU, they shall reimburse BBID, Brentwood, DWD,
ECCID and Discovery Bay each $3,380 in order to reallocate the $118,300

contract cost into one-seventh portions.
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f. Approval of the GSP. The Parties agree that the East CC Basin GSP will become

effective for each Party when all of the Parties adopt the East CC Basin GSP.

Savings Provisions. This MOU shall not operate to validate or invalidate, modify or
affect any Party’s water rights or any Party’s obligations under any agreement, contract
or memorandum of understanding/agreement entered into prior to the effective date of
this MOU. Nothing in this MOU shall operate to convey any new right to groundwater to
any Party. Each Party to this MOU reserves any and all claims and causes of action
respecting its water rights and/or any agreement, contract or memorandum of
understanding/agreement; any and all defenses against any water rights claims or claims

under any agreement, contract or memorandum of understanding/agreement.

Withdrawal. Any Party shall have the ability to withdraw from this MOU by providing
sixty (60) days written notice of its intention to withdraw. Said notice shall be given to

each of the other Parties.

a. A Party shall not be fiscally liable for expenditures following its withdrawal from
this MOU, provided that the Party provides written notice at least sixty (60) days
prior to the effective date of the withdrawal. A withdrawal shall not terminate, or
relieve the withdrawing Party from, any express contractual obligation to another
Party to to this MOU or to any third party incurred or encumbered prior to the

withdrawal.

b. In the event of a Party’s withdrawal, this MOU shall continue in full force and
effect among the remaining Parties. Further, a Party’s withdrawal from this MOU
does not, without further action by that Party, have any effect on the withdrawing

Party’s decision to be a GSA. A withdrawing Party shall coordinate the
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development of its groundwater sustainability plan with the other Parties to this

MOU.

CEQA. Nothing in this MOU commits any Party to undertake any future discretionary
actions referenced in this MOU, including but not limited to electing to become a GSA
and adopting the East CC Basin GSP. Each Party, as a lead agency under the California
Environmental Quality Act (“CEQA”), shall be responsible for complying with all
obligations under CEQA that may apply to the Party’s future discretionary actions
pursuant to this MOU, including electing to become a GSA and adopting the East CC

Basin GSP.

Books and Records. Each Party shall have access to and the right to examine any of the
other Party’s pertinent books, documents, papers or other records (including, without
limitation, records contained on electronic media) relating to the performance of that
Party’s obligations pursuant to this Agreement, providing that nothing in this paragraph
shall be construed to operate as a waiver of any applicable privilege and provided further
that nothing in this paragraph shall be construed to give either Party rights to inspect the
other Party’s records in excess of the rights contained in the California Public Records

Act.
General Provisions

a. Authority. Each signatory of this MOU represents that s/he is authorized to
execute this MOU on behalf of the Party for which s/he signs. Each Party
represents that it has legal authority to enter into this MOU and to perform all

obligations under this MOU.
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Amendment. This MOU may be amended or modified only by a written

instrument executed by each of the Parties to this MOU.

Jurisdiction and Venue. This MOU shall be governed by and construed in
accordance with the laws of the State of California, except for its conflicts of law
rules. Any suit, action, or proceeding brought under the scope of this MOU shall
be brought and maintained to the extent allowed by law in the County of Contra

Costa, California.

Headings. The paragraph headings used in this MOU are intended for
convenience only and shall not be used in interpreting this MOU or in

determining any of the rights or obligations of the Parties to this MOU.

Construction and Interpretation. This MOU has been arrived at through
negotiations and each Party has had a full and fair opportunity to revise the terms
of this MOU. As a result, the normal rule of construction that any ambiguities are
to be resolved against the drafting Party shall not apply in the construction or

interpretation of this MOU.

Entire Agreement. This MOU constitutes the entire agreement of the Parties with
respect to the subject matter of this MOU and supersedes any prior oral or written
agreement, understanding, or representation relating to the subject matter of this

MOU.

Partial Invalidity. If, after the date of execution of this MOU, any provision of
this MOU is held to be illegal, invalid, or unenforceable under present or future

laws effective during the term of this MOU, such provision shall be fully
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severable. However, in lieu thereof, there shall be added a provision as similar in
terms to such illegal, invalid or unenforceable provision as may be possible and

be legal, valid and enforceable.

Waivers. Waiver of any breach or default hereunder shall not constitute a
continuing waiver or a waiver of any subsequent breach either of the same or of
another provision of this MOU and forbearance to enforce one or more of the
remedies provided in this MOU shall not be deemed to be a waiver of that

remedy.

Necessary Actions. Each Party agrees to execute and deliver additional
documents and instruments and to take any additional actions as may be

reasonably required to carry out the purposes of this MOU.

Compliance with Law. In performing their respective obligations under this
MOU, the Parties shall comply with and conform to all applicable laws, rules,

regulations, and ordinances.

Liability. Each Party agrees to indemnify and hold every other Party to the
Agreement, and their officers, agents and employees, free and harmless from any
costs or liability imposed upon any other Party, officers, agents, or employees

arising out of any acts or omissions of its own officers, agents or employees.

Third Party Beneficiaries. This MOU shall not create any right or interest in any

non-Party or in any member of the public as a third party beneficiary.
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Counterparts. This MOU may be executed in one or more counterparts, each of
which shall be deemed to be an original, but all of which together shall constitute

but one and the same instrument.

Notices. All notices, requests, demands or other communications required or
permitted under this MOU shall be in writing unless provided otherwise in this
MOU and shall be deemed to have been duly given and received on: (i) the date
of service if served personally or served by electronic mail or facsimile
transmission on the Party to whom notice is to be given at the address(es)
provided below, (ii) on the first day after mailing, if mailed by Federal Express,
U.S. Express Mail, or other similar overnight courier service, postage prepaid, and
addressed as provided below, or (iii) on the third day after mailing if mailed to the
Party to whom notice is to be given by first class mail, registered or certified,

postage prepaid, addressed as follows:

Executive Summary

In December of 2015, The Town of Discovery Bay experienced a Natural Gas Outage from our supplier PG&E. The
outage lasted approximately one week. Subsequently, PG&E agreed to compensate the Discovery Bay Community for
the outage. Two Grants were awarded, one for the use of the Community Center as a Command Center, and the
second Grant of $17,000.00 to replace the Play Structure at the Roberta Fuss Tot Lot.

In March of 2016, the Parks & Recreation Committee comprised a list of projects to be funded by the Grants and
additional funding from the PG&E Pipeline Project. The Roberta Fuss Tot Lot was on that list. The list was submitted to
the Board of Directors for approval on 3/15/2016 and approval was given for the listed projects.

The Board of Directors is requested to approve and award a contract to Ross Recreation in the amount of $29,995.70 to
remove and replace the Play Structure per plans and specs supplied by Ross Recreation. The Grant of $17,000.00 plus
$12,995.70 from the PG&E Funds will pay for this project.

Due to the Tot Lot Structure and other construction items not being in standard inventory and must be special ordered, a
construction start and completion date cannot be provided at this time.

Recommended Action

Provide direction on whether or not to add an “opt out” alternative to the installation of a smart meter, and if yes, provide
direction on the type(s) of alternative(s) that may be offered to the customer and the imposition of associated costs.

Executive Summary

At the regular Water and Wastewater Standing Committee (Committee) meeting on March 16, 2017, the Committee
considered whether or not to recommend to the Board an “opt out” alternative to the installation of a smart meter.

The Water Meter Completion Project is underway and Badger E-series Ultra-Sonic “smart meters” are being installed.
Attached to the smart meter is a Badger Orion Cellular Endpoint that captures meter readings and status information,
then broadcasts this data via a 2G cell phone signal to Badger’s software system called “BEACON.” The Town
accesses BEACON to view customer water usage for billing purposes, and customers have access to BEACON through
the website/app “Eye on the Water” to monitor their individual water use.

A resident has requested to “opt out” of the smart meter installation for health reasons and requests that an analog
water meter be installed in its place. Currently, the Town does not provide an “opt out” alternative.

Alternatives to the Smart Meter — Requires Manual Meter Reading

1) Badger E-series Ultra-Sonic meters could be installed without the Badger Orion Cellular Endpoint reader. By
eliminating the reader, no cell signal or other broadcast function exists. The meter itself sends ultrasonic signals,
but these signals travel completely within the meter. Installation cost would be reduced by the cost of the reader
($85.50 plus tax and S&H). If the reader is later added, its cost could be billed to the customer at that time.

2) A Badger “Recordall Disc Meter” could be installed as an alternative. This meter is a magnetic drive and does
not have ultrasonic signals or transmitter capability. The cost of a %4” is $101 and the cost of the 1” is $196 (add
tax and S&H). This meter would have to be replaced if a smart meter is desired at a later time, and that cost
could be billed to the customer at that time.

Manual Reading Costs

Both alternatives cited above would require manual meter reading and extra billing procedures. Staff time
attributable to this type of billing is estimated on average to be 15 minutes per customer. Currently, this would

be:
Employee Burdened Rate: $49.98/hr
13% Operation Surcharge (overhead) 6.50/hr
Use of TODB Truck 32.90/hr
$89.38/hr $22.35 - 1/4hr

When employee and other associated costs go up, so would the rate.

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Committee Recommendation

After consideration and discussion, the Committee concluded that offering the “opt out” alternative adds logistic burdens
for the District and there are no known confirmed health issues directly attributable to smart meters. The Water and
Wastewater Standing Committee’s recommendation to the Board is that smart meters be installed for all residential
water customers without an “opt out” alternative.

RE: Letter requesting consideration of amending vote requirements for special taxes for essential
lifesaving emergency services

Dear Senator Glazer:

The Town of Discovery Bay Community Services District (“District”) receives emergency medical and
fire services from the East Contra Costa Fire Protection District (“ECCFPD”). ECCFPD continues to
struggle financially, which has resulted in a systematic shut down of fire stations and reductions of
available emergency services. While there is no shortage of reasons for the current conditions, it is
imperative that we work together toward achievable and swift solutions.

The District recognizes that an imbalance of funding exists; however, the imbalance itself only occurs
between the fire districts of our County - not between special districts and other agencies as a whole. The
District sent a letter to your office on November 21, 2016 requesting reallocation of ad valorem property
taxes as requested by the ECCFPD. While the District still supports increased funding options for
ECCFPD, the District no longer feels that a reallocation of ad valorem property taxes is the best method
to meet all funding needs within the community.

Any proposed reallocation of property tax revenues could lead to more shortfalls in other critical services.
A unilateral reallocation of property taxes would spread funding shortfalls to all other service providers in
the area and will equal a zero-sum game. Further, we recognize that transferring revenue between certain
agencies is illegal under California Revenue and Taxation Code Section 5 Article 99. Exacerbating the
transfer of tax issue is the acknowledgement that funding to school districts and education, which receives
the majority of available taxes, is off limits to reallocation. This would shift the majority of reallocation to
agencies already operating with smaller percentages of tax apportionment.

We highly encourage the State, and our local legislators, to explore other available solutions. One
recommended solution is to lower the voter threshold for passage of special taxes and revenue
enhancements for fire and emergency services from a super majority to a simple majority. As you are
aware, this has been done for education bonds due to their essential nature. We feel that the same
rationale applies to fire districts because lifesaving emergency services are also essential to the wellbeing
of the community.
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The District remains supportive of fair and realistic revenue enhancements to stabilize and restore our fire
services. Please contact us if you would like any additional information or to discuss our
recommendation.

ARTICLE |
NAME

This unit of local government shall be known as the Town of Discovery Bay, a Community Services
District, with powers and territorial boundaries as prescribed in Resolution No. 97/295 of the Board
of Supervisors of Contra Costa County, State of California, dated June 10, 1997, and as provided by
law.

ARTICLE Il

PURPOSE

The purposes of the Town of Discovery Bay, as approved by the Local Agency Formation Commission
and by law, are

A. To Operate as a Community Services District and provide water distribution, wastewater
connection and treatment; and parks, landscaping and recreation services to the residents of

Discovery Bay.

B. To provide for those exercise of those powers set forth in Government Code §61000 et seq.
(Community Services District Law).

C. To continue the advisory responsibilities of the Discovery Bay Municipal Advisory Council;
D. To serve the residents of the Town of Discovery Bay, in the manner provided by law.
ARTICLE 11l
BOARD OF DIRECTORS

Section 1. Board of Directors

The governing body of the District shall consist of five (5) elected Directors, each of whom shall
serve for a term of four (4) year staggered terms. During elections every two (2) years, either

two (2) or three (3) Directors are elected to serve to the District for the next four (4) years. The
initial Directors, their terms and term expirations, are:

Virgil Koehne 2 years Expires December 1, 1999
Chet Loveland 2 years Expires December 1, 1999

Section 2. Compensation

The Board may authorize each Director to receive compensation of One Hundred and Fifteen
Dollars (5115.00) for each meeting of the Board attended, and One Hundred Fifteen Dollars
($115.00) for each day’s service not to exceed Six Hundred Ninety Dollars ($690.00) per month
as provided in Government Code §61047 and Chapter 2 commencing with Section 20200 of
Division 10 of the Water Code. Traveling and such other necessary expenses actually incurred
in performing District Duties shall be reimbursed, and such reimbursement shall be in addition
to the compensation specified herein consistent with the authorized Reimbursement and
Travel Policy.

Section 3. Vacancies
A. Vacancies on the Board shall be filled in accordance with Government Code § 1780.
B. Vacancies shall be deemed to exist as provided in Government Code § 1770.
Section 4. Resignation
A Director may resign at any time by giving written notice to the Board, to the President, or to
the Secretary of the Board. Any such resignation shall take effect at the date of the receipt of
such notice or at any later time specified therein; and, unless otherwise specified therein, the
acceptance of such resignation shall not be necessary to make it effective.
ARTICLE IV
OFFICERS
Section 1. Elected Officers
The elected officers shall be chosen by the Board from among the five (5) members of the

Board and shall consist of a President (who may be called "Chair"), a Vice-President (who may
be called "Vice-Chair"), and a President Pro-Tempore.
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Section 2. Terms and Responsibilities of Elected Officers

Elected Officers of the Board, as provided in Article IV, Sec. 1, shall be elected by the Board at
the first meeting in January and shall serve for one (1) year, said term to commence upon
election. All elected officers shall be eligible to serve successive terms, except that the
President shall be eligible to serve not more than two (2) full successive terms as President.

Board members may serve on Regional Committees, Standing Committees, and Ad Hoc
Committees, as necessary.

Regional Committees are to be assigned based upon the position held by the Board member
and the seniority of each member of the Board. Board members will have preference of
committee selections in the following order: President, Vice-President, and President Pro-
Tempore, senior most Board member followed by the least senior Board member. In the event
seniority cannot be determined due to the date of assumption of office, the Board member
with the highest vote count in their most recent election shall prevail as the senior member for
purposes of this selection procedure. This procedure shall be used to fill Primary and Alternate
members to respective Regional Committees. Board Members shall serve on the Regional
Committee for a two-year term.

The Board shall maintain five (5) advisory Standing Committees. Two members of the Board of
Directors shall be assigned to each Standing Committee. The Standing Committees and their
subject matter and responsibilities are as follows:

1. WATER AND WASTEWATER COMMITTEE
a. Provide guidance/policy recommendations regarding all water and wastewater
operations and planning.

2. PARKS AND RECREATION COMMITTEE
a. Provide guidance/policy recommendations regarding community center
operations/activities, parks and recreation activities and landscaping efforts.

3. FINANCE COMMITTEE
a. Provide guidance/policy recommendations regarding budgets, investments/debt and
the Public Financing Authority.

4. COMMUNICATIONS COMMITTEE
a. Provide guidance/policy recommendations regarding all Town of Discovery Bay
Community Services District external communications activities.

5. INTERNAL OPERATIONS COMMITTEE
a. Provide guidance/policy recommendations regarding Town of Discovery Bay
Community Services District personnel policies and general administration of the
organization.

Contra Costa County Aviation Advisory Committee: This involves attending meetings of this committee to discuss airport operations and activities.

Contra Costa County Code Enforcement: This involves meeting with public officials, public employees and comrm unity groups covering issues of code
enforcement in, or affecting, the Town.

Contra Costa Special Districts Association: This involves attending meeting of the Contra Costa Special Districts Association.

East Contra Costa County Fire Protection: District Liaison: This involves attending meetings of the East Contra Costa County Fire Protection District, and meeting
with public officials, public employees and community groups concerning issues of fire protection in, or affecting, the Town.

East County Water Management Agency: This involves attending meetings of this association, made up of representatives of local water and wastewater agencies to
discuss, and exchange, information pertaining to water and wastewater operations.
